General  Directions  for  Growing  Bulbs 


For  outdoor  culture  in  the  latitude  of  Norfolk,  bulbs  should  be 
planted  during  October  and  November,  as  cool  weather  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  deter  top  growth,  which  generally  starts  from  four  to  six 
weeks  after  root  growth  develops,  and  the  tender  tops  are  likely 
to  be  injured  if  they  appear  above  ground  before  early  spring. 

(For  depth  of  planting  and  distance  apart,  see  chart.) 

Bulbs  will  grow  in  almost  any  good  garden  soil,  but  to  attain 
their  best  in  size  and  brilliancy  of  bloom,  the  soil  should  be 
deeply  spaded  and  well  broken  up,  and  then  enriched  with  a  lib¬ 
eral  application  of  Bone  Meal  and  Sheep  Manure  mixed  half  and 
half,  or  Vigoro.  The  fertilizer  should  be  thoroughly  dug  in  with 
the  soil,  so  that  the  soil  and  fertilizer  will  become  well  mixed. 

During  December,  the  bulbs  should  be  covered  with  a  mulch  of 
stable  manure,  or,  a  mulch  made  from  a  combination  of  Lime, 

Shredded  Tobacco  Stems,  Sheep  Manure,  and  Peat  Moss,  which  should  be  mixed  in  the  following  proportions:  1  lb.  Lime,  5 
lbs.  Shredded  Tobacco  Stems,  5  lbs.  Sheep  Manure,  and  20  lbs.  of  Peat  Moss. 

For  indoor  culture,  bulbs  may  be  planted  in  boxes  or  pots,  but  much  better  results  are  obtained  when  the  bulbs  are 
planted  in  pots,  and  the  pots  sunk  in  the  outdoor  garden  until  the  middle  of  December,  when  they  can  be  taken  up  as 
wanted,  the  pots  washed  off,  brought  into  the  house,  and  placed  where  they  get  plenty  of  sunshine.  Care  must  be  taken  to 
see  that  they  are  not  placed  too  close  to  windows  where  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun  on  the  glass  may  injure  the  tender  foliage 
and  buds. 

After  the  blooming  season  is  over,  if  the  bulbs  are  to  be  lifted,  be  sure  that  the  tops  have  turned  yellow  and  died  down 
before  they  are  taken  up,  as  the  flower  bud  and  reserve  food  supply  for  the  next  season’s  blooming  is  stored  up  within  the 
bulb  through  the  medium  of  the  roots  and  leaves.  If  the  bulbs  are  to  remain  in  the  ground,  the  leaves  should  not  be  cut 
until  they  have  turned  yellow  and  withered.

Although  less  graceful  than  the  lily,  the  Hyacinth  is  still  Queen  of  the  Dutch  Bulbs,  and  is  the  most  familiar  of  them 
all.

For  indoor  blooming,  it  is  best  to  plant  the 
bulbs  at  intervals  of  ten  days  or  two  weeks,  for  a  succession  of  bloom.  The  bulbs  should  be  planted  from  4  to  6  inches  deep 
and  about  6  inches  apart.

In  the  South,  Sweet  Peas  may  be  sown  in  the  fall  or  early  in  the  spring.  To  secure  large  flowers  and  brilliant  colors,  sow 
the  seeds  in  a  rich  soil  that  has  been  heavily  manured,  and  in  a  location  where  the  plants  will  get  plenty  of  sunshine.  Many 
experts  make  a  trench  about  10  inches  deep  and  fill  the  bottom  with  well-rotted  manure  or  some  good  substitute,  covering 
this  with  2  inches  of  good  soil.  The  seeds  are  covered  with  2  inches  of  earth,  and  as  the  seedlings  show  above  the  surface, 
the  rest  of  the  soil  is  raked  into  the  trench.  When  watering,  try  to  keep  the  water  near  the  roots,  since  sprinkling  the  vines 
seems  to  do  more  harm  than  good.  Pick  the  blooms  regularly,  and  they  will  bear  longer.  Peat  Moss  makes  a  good  mulch  for 
Sweet  Peas.
